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STEWART  WILSON  AWARD  WINNER

One  of  the  undertakings  of  the  Engineering  Alumni  in  the 
area  of  student  support  is  the  Stewart  Wilson  Award.  With  a 
value  in  excess  of  $1,000.00,  it  provides  accommodation  in  a 
furnished  room  in  New  College.  The  Award  was  started  in 
1965  when  a room  was  selected  and  furnished  by  the  Alumni 
for  use  by  a second  year  Engineering  student. 

The  Award  is  named  as  a tribute  for  the  late  Stewart 
Wilson,  who,  during  his  four  decades  of  service  as  Secretary 
and  Assistant  Dean  of  the  Faculty,  and  later  as  assistant  to 
the  Principal  of  New  College,  offered  a friendly  and  helping 
hand  to  so  many  undergraduate  Engineers. 

This  year’s  Wilson  Award  winner  is  Ron  Jamieson  of  Tor- 
onto, a second  year  student  in  Engineering  Science.  Ron, 
aged  19,  is  looking  forward  to  spending  this  session  on 
Campus  in  the  magnificent  New  College.  As  well  as  maintain- 
ing his  82%  average,  Ron  plans  to  get  involved  in  other 
University  activities.  He  is  a member  of  the  Varsity  Blues 
water  polo  team,  and,  his  artistic  ability  in  cartoons  and 
caricatures  will  make  him  a welcome  member  of  the  Toike 
Oike  staff. 

Ron  is  the  seventh  student  to  benefit  from  this  Alumni 
project,  which,  like  all  Alumni  association  activities,  is  made 
possible  through  your  contributions  to  the  Varsity  Fund. 


DAUGHTER  OF  MISS  PURITY 


We  have  reported  in  past  issues  the  significant  success 
achieved  by  the  clean-air-car  Miss  Purity  in  co-winning  her 
category  in  the  trans-continental  clean-air-car  race  last  Sep- 
tember. Since  that  time  the  car  has  won  much  acclaim  from 
all  quarters  and  has  been  revamped  to  be  sent  to  the  Air 
Pollution  Control  office  in  Ann  Arbour,  Michigan.  There,  it 
will  undergo  a detailed  analysis  by  experts  in  the  area  of 
vehicle  emission. 

The  enthusiasm  and  initiative  of  the  car’s  creators  has  not 
waned.  From  the  success  of  the  Miss  Purity  project  was  born 
a new  concept  for  an  electric  car  to  satisfy  the  needs  of  urban 
transportation.  Doug  Venn,  who  graduated  in  Mechanical 
Engineering,  6T9  and  who  was  a driving  force  behind  the 
University’s  Clean-air-car  development,  has  fathered  an  off- 
spring of  Miss  Purity.  As  a result  of  Doug’s  initiative  and  with 
the  participation  of  several  members  of  the  University  staff, 
a new  company  has  been  formed  to  produce  prototypes  and 
to  proceed  with  the  development  of  a new  Canadian 
urban  car. 

The  company,  called  Vehicle  Research  Limited,  was 
formed  early  in  1971  and  has  now  produced  two  prototypes. 
They  are  presently  assessing  the  demand  for  commercial 
production  and  plan  to  have  three  more  vehicles  completed 
by  the  end  of  the  year.  Already  they  have  orders  for 
forty  more. 

The  car  has  three  basic  configurations.  The  first  is  powered 
by  a standard  internal  combustion  engine  and  will  employ 
the  “standard”  controls  for  limiting  harmful  emissions.  The 
second  model  will  be  all  electric  with  an  A/C  drive  and  will 
be  designed  primarily  for  urban  transportation.  The  car  will 
employ  regenerative  braking  (i.e.  recharging  batteries  while 
decelerating)  but  will  rely  on  external  battery  recharging. 

The  third  model  will  be  the  closest  offspring  of  Miss  Purity 
and  will  be  a gas/ electric  hybrid,  capable  of  running  on  gas 
and/or  electricity.  The  electric  mode  is  primarily  for  city 
driving  while  gas  augments  the  electricity  for  increased 
power  and  range  in  non-city  driving. 

The  car  pictured  is  a new  design  from  the  ground  up  and 
has  a custom  fibre  glass  body  built  by  Rick  and  Steve  Baker, 
who  as  students,  built  the  Miss  Purity  body. 

Doug  Venn,  Miss  Purity  instigator,  and  now  Chief  Engi- 
neer of  Vehicle  Research  Limited,  views  the  future  with 
considerable  optimism.  “When  we  have  five  prototypes 
completed,  we  will  be  in  a position  to  measure  response  and 
see  if  a full  scale  production  run  is  practical.  From  the 
interest  that  has  been  shown  already,  we  are  hopeful  we  can 
be  in  production  in  three  years.”
